HE strike of the telegraph operators in the United States now 


affects nearly 50 cities and is the most 
far-reaching 
of any 


labor union walk-out ever known. The money loss is already 


heavy. It started last Tuesday at 5 p. m. in the Western Union office 
at Los Angeles, when DO men stopped work on the 
refusal 
of 
the 


manager to reinstate an operator named Ryan, discharged, the com- 
pany says, for delaying messages. . Thursday afternoon the Western 
Union operators of Chicago, 1100 in number, walked out. They were 
immediately followed by GOO Postal Telegraph Company employes in 
the same city and the same evening Denver followed the example. By 
Saturday'evening 39 offices in the principal commercial cities 
were 


shut down and yesterday this was augmented by more. The men ask 


. an increase in pay and for shorter hours. The national officers of the 


Commercial Telegraphers' Union say that this i.^ a purely local union 
movement over which they have no control, but it-is believed that the 
sudden strike had been carefully prepared for months. The men are 
supported by the Order of Railway Telegraphers, which has $1,000,- 
000 in its treasury, and they are said to be well financed themselves.

traffic—looked to as the most profit- 
able source of income to the munici- 
pality—are subjected to severe modi- 
fication. 
The complaints of the 'pro- 


prietors of small saloons that they 
have been licensed in the same pro- 
portion as the loj-ger establishments, 
was considered by the license commit- 
tee. 
And now the tax is to be deter- 


mined by the amount oE business car- 
ried on. 


Rocent expressions of disapproval 


of the law in Sparks that requires a 
tax on theatrical or other amusement 
performances when given for charity, 
were observed by the license committe 
of the council, and the proposed ordi- 
nance does not require a tax to be col- 
lected in this city on such entertain- 
ments.

mill. 


Auditor Grimes contends that since 
the total production of the company 
,has 
increased, the 
tax 
should be 


greater, and that no deductions in the 
tax can be made for expenditures ex- 
cept such as are for the actual pro- 
duction of ore. 
The cost of the new 


mill does not come under this head, 
and it is contended that the deduc- 
tions of that expenditure should not 
have been permitted by ICeven. 


Mr. Xeven was telegraphed to come

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


SENDS NEILL TO CHICAGO 


Railway Tickers Ordered -to Take No 


Business That Will Aid the 


Western Union

DAY will be the crucial point in the telegraphers'^ strike. President 
Roosevelt has directed Labor Commissioner' Neill .to intervene at Chi- 


cago, and New York Operators have agreed, reluctantly, to wait until Fri- 
day noon before action. 
Meanwhile, however, the strike has spread until 


it embraces 50 cities and the brokerage-office operators, Associated and 
United Press men and-all employed on leased wires have decided to go out 
unless favorable answers to their demands are given. 
Today, therefore, 


will probably see. the entire paralysis of the commercial centers of Amer- 
ica through complete absence of market and newspaper reports. 


Reno, the natural commercial cen- 


ter of Nevada; separated from Califor- 
nia's large cities by mountain barriers, 
and by reason of location the natural 
distributing point between Salt Lake 
and Sacramento, is being most out- 
rageously discriminated against by the 
Southren Pacific railroad in the mat- 
ter of its wholesale trade. The trade 
that should be that of the manufac- 
tories, the merchants and of all tire 
industries that might 
do 'business 


here, is hampered, restricted and al- 
most prohibited by the oppressive 
policy of this harrimanized railroad. 


Besides paying the rate through to 


tidewater on goods brought across the 
continent, and compelled to stand the 
additional charge for shipment back, 
the freight tariffs from this city to 
points within the state are fixed so; 
that the wholesalers to the east and 
to the west can-r-by sending their; 
goods a much greater distance—have 
them delivered at an average first- 
cost price, 75 percent lower, in,some 
instances, than caivReno dealers. 


;a 
Square Deal Denied 


Relief from these extortionate rates 


has been sought and denied. The Ne- 
vada 
Commercial League 
recently 


made a proposal to the Southern 'Pa- 
cific for the scheduling of a distribut- 
ing rate for Reno. 
The reasons sTjt 


forth in the appeal for fair treatment 
were presented to the management of 
the Pacific coast division of the South- 
ern Pacific.. The answer was a re- 
fusal of the square deal aslce'd, a dec- 
laration that the Sacramento discrim- 
inatory rates will not be disturbed, and 
a vague hint that some day a thing 
called a commodity rate may . be 
granted to Reno. What this refusal 
of the square deal for Reno means to 
the city is clearly demonstrable. 


Discrimination for Sacramento 


When a dealer in hardware wants 


to send windmills or their attach- 
ments, for instance, to Battle Moun- 
tain, he must pay $1.40 for every 100 
pounds. 
To get the windmills orig- 


inally, the jobber in Reno must pay 
$1.29 
per 100 pounds for the freight

The broker men will present their 
schedule-at 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing, calling for a minimum of $30 a 
week.

ployers will be given 24 hours to com-

the 


preacher. 
"The prophet Hosea in the 


eighth century before^hrist saw love, 
conjugal love, as well''as the children 
that are the natural fruit and blessing 
of it/to be, in the Psalmist's phrase, 
'a. gift and-heritage1 that cometh of 
the Lord.'' Therefore 'he dates the 
time when Jehovah began to reveal 
Himself to him from the day on which 
his gr^at love for Gomer, the daughter 
of Diblaim, sprang up in his heart. He. 
doubtless, believed, • as Cheyne says, 
that*he was selecting a bride-like the. 
Shulamite of his favorite poem, . a

In mining it often'seems that the 


element of chance is an important 
factor. 
Particularly is this the case 


in prospecting and in the development 
of new mines. IThe experienced pros- 
pector may search in vain for a mine 
where geological conditions are seem- 
ingly the-jnost promising, while the 
tenderfoot unwittingly, stumbles upon 
a vein' worth millions. In one in- 
stance three men who located a fa- 
mous mine .sat repeatedly at midday 
lunch upon an outcropping before one 
of them observed the gold scattered 
through the rock. 
A rich mine was 


discovered in Montana by 
a 
man 


packing his blankets over a moun- 
tain road that had been a highway 
for 
20 . years. 
He 
was 
walking- 


behind a heavily loaded freight wagon 
the wheels of which ground off a 
fragment of rock from a rut in the 
road. 


Nearly 
20 
years 
ago- an 
ex- 


perienced -miner in Arizona made his 
-way 
up a steep - -gorge. Something, 


ho was unable to 
explain what— 


probably that intuition characteristic 
of miners—urged him to return to 
this deep, 
uninviting 
canyon. " He 


went back and looked again, with the 
same result—no-indications. A third 
and then a fourth time ho penetrat- 
ed this rent in the earth's 
surface.
